An  ordinance   to   appoint  Wm.   J.   Meyers,   1018  Riverside 
Avenue,  a  Constable  from  the  Twenty-second  Ward. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Wm.  J.  Meyers, 
1018  Riverside  Avenue,  be  and  he  is  herein- 
appointed  a  Constable  from  the  Twenty-second 
Ward,  in  place  of  John  C.  Murray,  deceased. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date 
of  its  passage.

An  ordinance  granting  permission  to  the  Annie  Fisher 
Estate  to  alter  and  use  the  present  building,  on  the 
premises  known  as  1  and  3  S.  High  Street,  as  a  public 
garage. 

Whereas,  Section  544  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Charter  (1938  Edition),  prohibits  the  use  of  a 
building  within  600  feel  of  a  hospital  as  a  pub 
lie  garage ;  therefore 
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Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  permission  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  to  the  Annie 
Fisher  Estate  to  alter  and  use  the  present  build- 
ing, on  the  premises  known  as  1  and  3  S.  High 
Street,  as  a  .public  garage.  Any  alterations  to 
said  building  shall  be  made  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Bureau  of  Buildings  of  Baltimore 
City,  in  accordance  with  the  Building  Laws  of 
said  City. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of 
its  passage.

An  ordinance  to  change  the  name  of  Oak  Street,  from  North 
Avenue  to  Twenty-ninth  Street,  the  new  name  of  said 
Oak  Street  to  be  Howard  Street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  name  of 
Oak  Street,  from  North  Avenue  to  Twenty- 
ninth  Street,  be  and  it  is  hereby  changed,  and 
that  said  Oak  Street  shall  hereafter  be  known 
as  Howard  Street. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date 
of  its  passage.

An  ordinance  to  add  a  new  section  to  Article  16  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Code  (1927  Edition),  title  "Health",  sub- 
title "Smoke",  said  new  section  to  be  known  as  Section 
200A  and  to  follow  immediately  after  Section  200  of  said 
Article,  as  said  section  was  amended  by  Ordinance  No. 
1296,  approved  May  13,  1931,  authorizing  the  Advisory 
and  Appeal  Board  to  provide  regulations  for  controlling 
the  emission  or  discharge  of  ashes,  cinders,  dust,  soot  or 
fly  ash  into  the  atmosphere;  providing  penalties;  and 
providing  for  the  enforcement  thereof. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  a  new  section 
be  and  it  is  hereby  added  to  Article  16  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Code  (1927  Edition),  title 
"Health,"  sub-title  "Smoke,"  said  new  section 
to  be  known  as  Section  200A,  to  follow  imme- 
diately after  Section  200  of  said  Article,  as  said 
section  was  amended  by  Ordinance  No.  1296, 
approved  May  13,  1931,  and  to  read  as  follows : 

200A.  (1)  For  the  purpose  of  protecting  the 
health  and  property  of  the  public  of  Baltimore 
City  from  the  harmful  effects  of  the  emission 
or  discharge  into  the  atmosphere  of  ashes, 
cinders,  dust,  soot  and  fly  asli  from  chimneys, 
flues  or  smokestacks,  the  Advisory  and  Appeal 
Board  is  hereby  authorized  to  establish  Limiting 
standards  for  the  emission  or  discharge  into 
the  atmosphere  of  such  ashes,  cinders,  dust, 
soot  and  fly  ash  from  chimneys,  Hues  and 
smokestacks.  After  establishing  such  Limiting 
standards,  the  Advisory  and  Appeal  Hoard 
shall  promulgate  and  publish  the  same,  and 
thereafter  the  emission  or  discharge  into  the 
atmosphere  of  ashes,  cinders,  dust,  soo!  or  lly 
ash  from  chimneys,  Hues  or  smokestacks,  in 
excess  of  the  standard  established,  promulgated 
and  published  by  said  Advisory  and  Appeal 
Hoard,  shall   he   unlawful. 
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(2)  The  Advisory  and  Appeal  Board  shall 
also  make,  from  time  to  time,  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  it  may  deem  necessary  or  advis- 
able with  reference  to  the  emission  or  discharge 
into  the  atmosphere  of  ashes,  cinders,  dust, 
soot  and  fly  ash  from  chimneys,  flues  or  smoke- 
stacks, and  also  all  the  rights,  powers,  duties 
and  functions  herein  in  this  sub-title  conferred 
on  said  Advisory  and  Appeal  Board  with  ref- 
erence to  smoke  and  combustion  devices  shall 
be  exercised  by  it  with  reference  to  cinders, 
dust,  soot  and  fly  ash  emitted  or  discharged  into 
the  atmopshere  from  any  chimney,  flue  or 
smokestack  and  combustion  devices  in  connec- 
tion therewith. 

(3)  In  establishing  standards  and  in  making 
rules  and  regulations  herein  provided  for  from 
time  to  time,  the  Advisory  and  Appeal  Board 
shall  give  consideration  to 

(a)  the  broad  state  of  the  art  as  to  the  par- 
ticular application  of  the   combustion  device; 

(b)  the  quantity  and  character  of  fuel  and/or 
material  to  be  burned; 

(c)  the  location  of  the  combustion  device 
with  regard  to  neighboring  territory,  and  the 
uses,  to  which  all  the  properties  in  the  neigh- 
borhood are  put; 

(d)  the  nature  of  the  particular  occupancy, 
trade,  business  or  operation; 

(e)  the  character  of  the  machinery  and 
equipment ; 

(f)  the  availability,  practicability,  first  cost, 
maintenance  and  operating  costs  of  changes  in 
equipment  needed  to  correct  the  harmful 
emission  or  discharge; 
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(g)  the  hazards,  risks  and  dangers  of  dam- 
age to  property  of  the  public  in  the  vicinity, 
and  of  injury  to  the  health  of  the  public  and  of 
disease  and  the  spread  thereof; 
insofar  as  said  considerations,  or  any  of  them, 
affect  the  health  or  property  of  the  public  of 
Baltimore  City. 

(4)  All  of  the  rights,  powers,  duties  and  func- 
tions herein  in  this  sub-title  conferred  on  the 
Division  of  Smoke  Control  in  the  Bureau  of 
Mechanical-Electrical  Service  or  on  the  Smoke 
Abatement  Engineer  with  reference  to  smoke 
and  combustion  devices  shall  be  exercised  by 
said  Division  or  said  Engineer  with  reference 
to  cinders,  dust,  soot  and  fly  ash  emitted  or  dis- 
charged into  the  atmosphere  from  any  chim- 
ney, flue  or  smokestack  and  combustion  device 
in  connection  therewith. 

(5)  Any  person,  firm,  corporation,  hospital, 
school  or  other  public  or  private  institution, 
and  any  servant,  employee  or  agent  of  any  firm, 
corporation,  hospital,  school  or  other  public  or 
private  institution,  who  shall  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  section  or  any  standard,  rule 
or  regulation  adopted  hereunder,  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  same  penalties  for  any  such  viola- 
tion as  are  set  forth  in  Section  204  of  this  sub- 
title. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  dale 
of  its  passage.

An  ordinance  granting  permission  to  Blum's  Inc.,  to  erect 
a  three-story  building,  to  be  used  as  a  department  store, 
on  the  premises  known  as  Nos.  301-319  N.  Gay  Street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  permission  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  to  Blum's,  Inc., 
to  erect  a  three-story  building,  to  be  used  as  a 
department  store,  on  the  premises  known  as 
Nos.  301-319  N.  Gay  Street,  and,  in  the  erec- 
tion of  said  building,  shall  be  permitted  to  use 
the  following  engineering  principles : 

All  cement  shall  be  a  mixture  of  one  part  ce- 
ment, two  and  two-tenths  parts  clean  washed 
sand  and  three  and  five-tenths  parts  washed 
gravel,  using  only  sufficient  water  to  produce  a 
3,000  pounds  per  square  inch  compression  value 
concrete. 

The  extreme  fiber  stress  shall  be  1,200  pounds 
per  square  inch  and  the  shear  value  of  concrete 
shall  be  180  pounds  per  square  inch  for  all  beam 
sections. 

All  reinforcing  bars  shall  be  new  billet  stock, 
intermediate  grade,  using  20,000  pounds  per 
square  inch  tension  value. 

But  in  all  other  respects,  said  building  shall 
be  erected  under  the  supervision  of  the  Bureau 
of  Buildings  of  Baltimore  City,  in  accordance 
with  the  Building  Laws  and  Zoning  Ordinance 
of  said  City. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date 
of  its  passage.

tain lots  of  ground  lying  in  Baltimore  City,  north  of 
Eastern  Avenue,  between  The  Canton  Railroad  and  Kane

the  right,  title,  interest  and  estate  of  the  said 
Grantor  in  and  to  said  lots  of  ground  herein- 
before designated,  described  and  referred  to  as 
Parcel  "A"  and  Parcel  "B",  so  that  said  lots 
of  ground  may  be  vested  in  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  in  fee  simple. 

(2)  Upon  and  immediately  after  the  execu- 
tion and  delivery  of  the  deed  above  mentioned 
in  the  preceeding  paragraph,  to  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  in  exchange  therefor 
for  and  in  the  name  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  to  execute  and  deliver  to 
the  said  Canton  Company  of  Baltimore,  or  to 
whom  may  be  entitled  thereto,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance,  all  the  right, 
title,  interest  and  estate  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  in  and  to  all  those  lots  of 
ground  hereinbefore  designated,  described 
and  referred  to  as  Parcel  No.  1  and  Parcel  No. 
2,  which  deed  shall  be  acknowledged  on  behalf 
of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  by 
the  City  Comptroller. 

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
no  deed  shall  he  delivered  or  accepted  by  the 
said  Mayor  of  Baltimore  City,  in  accordance 
with  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Ordinance, 
until  said  deed  and  the  title  to  the  property 
thereby  conveyed  shall  be  approved  by  the  City 
Solicitor.

An  ordinance  authorizing  and  directing  the  .Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  to  surrender  a  portion  of  an  ease- 
ment or  right-of-way  for  sewers  and  drains,  said  portion 
being  located  on  the  west  side  of  Everall  Avenue  south 
of  Mayberry  Avenue,  said  portion  of  said  easement  being 
no  longer  needed  for  public  use. 

Whereas,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore is  the  owner  of  an  easement  or  right-of- 
way,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  main- 
taining sewers  and  drains,  as  shown  on  a  plat 
entitled  "Plan  to  accompany  Agreement  for 
right-of-way  for  sewers  and  drains  through 
property  of  John  Han-,  vicinity  Everall  and 
Mayberry  Avenues,  District  H9,"  dated  May 
23,  1929,  B.  S.  20-25122,  which  Agreement  is 
dated  May  31,  1929,  and  recorded  among  the 
Land  Records  of  Baltimore  City  in  Liber  S.  C. 
L.  Xo.  5012,  folio  305;  and 

Whereas,  the  hereinafter  described  portion 

of  said   easement    or   right-of-way    is   no    longer 

needed    for    public    use,    and    the    present    owner

(A)  All  controlled  concrete  of  Class  A,  des- 
ignated as  3,000  lbs.  concrete,  shall  be  composed 
of  1  part  Portland  Cement,  2.2  parts  fine  aggre- 
gate, 3.5  coarse  aggregate,  using  only  sufficient 
water  to  produce  a  3,000  lb.  concrete.  Design 
working  stresses  for  Class  "A"  concrete  shall 
not  exceed: 

Extreme    fiber    stress    in 

compression 1200  lbs.  per  sq.  in. 

Extreme  fiber  stress  in 
compression  at  sup- 
ports  1350  lbs.  per  sq.  in. 

Beam  concrete  shear  (spe- 
cial anchorage)    270  lbs.  per  sq.  in. 

Footing  shear  (special  an- 
chorage)       90  lbs.  per  sq.  in. 

Punching  shear   180  lbs.  per  sq.  in. 

Bond  in  beams  and  slabs .  .  150  lbs.  per  sq.  in. 

Bond  in  footing 150  lbs.  per  sq.  in. 

Where  special  anchorage  is  used,  bond  value 
may  be  increased  one  and  one-half  times. 

(B)  Controlled  concrete  of  Class  B,  desig- 
nated as  2500  lbs.  concrete,  shall  be  composed 
of:  1  part  of  Portland  Cement,  2%  parts  of 
fine  aggregate  and  3%  parts  of  coarse  aggre- 
gate. 

Design  working  stresses  for  Class  B  con- 
crete shall  not  exceed:

Bond  in  beams  and  slabs. .  150  lbs.  per  sq.  in. 

Bond  in  footings 80  lbs.  per  sq.  in. 

(C)  All  controlled  concrete  of  Class  C,  desig- 
nated as  2000  lb.  concrete,  shall  be  composed  of 
1  part  Portland  Cement,  2.5  parts  fine  aggre- 
gate, 3.5  parts  coarse  aggregate  using  only  suf- 
ficient water  to  produce  a  2000  lb.  concrete. 

Design  working  stress  for  Class  C  concrete 
shall  not  exceed: 

Extreme  fiber  stress  in 
compression 800  lbs.  per  sq.  in. 

Extreme  fiber  stress  in 
compression  at  sup- 
ports    900  lbs.  per  sq.  in. 

Beam  concrete  shear  (spe- 
cial anchorage)    180  lbs.  per  sq.  in. 

Footing  shear 60  lbs.  per  sq.  in. 

Punching  shear 150  lbs.  per  sq.  in. 

Bond  in  beams  and  slabs.  .    100  lbs.  per  sq.  in. 

Bond  in  footings 75  lbs.  per  sq.  in. 

Where  special  anchorage  is  used,  bond  value 
may  be  increased  one  and  one-half  times: 

(I))  The  unit  of  measure  shall  be  the  cubic 
foot.  Ninety-four  pounds  of  cement  shall  be 
considered  one  cubic  foot.  Aggregate  shall  be 
measured  in  a  dry  rodded  condition.  Pine  and 
coarse  aggregate  shall  be  measured  separately 
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by  volume.  The  maximum  slump  of  the  con- 
crete, classes  A,  B  and  C,  shall  be  4  inches.  All 
concrete  shall  be  mechanically  vibrated. 

(E)  The  unit  stresses  for  reinforcing  steel 
shall  not  exceed  20,000  lbs.  per  sq.  in.  in  tension 
and  18,000  lbs.  per  sq.  in.  in  compression  in 
columns.  Steel  to  be  used  shall  be  intermediate 
grade,  new  billet  stock. 

(F)  The  reinforced  concrete  design  shall  be 
in  accordance  with  formulae  and  requirements 
of  the  Progress  Report  of  Joint  Committee  on 
Standard  Specifications  for  concrete  and  rein- 
forced concrete  dated  January,  1937. 

A  special  concrete  inspector,  approved  by  the 
Buildings  Engineer  and  under  his  supervision, 
shall  be  employed  by  and  at  the  expense  of  the 
owner,  at  all  times  when  concrete  is  being 
placed. 

But  in  all  other  respects  said  buildings  shall 
be  erected  under  the  supervision  of  the  Bureau 
of  Buildings  of  Baltimore  City,  in  accordance 
with  the  Building  Laws  and  Zoning  Ordinance 
of  said  city.

This  Supplemental  Agreement,  Made  and 
entered  into  this  27th  day  of  June,  nineteen 
hundred  and  thirty-nine,  by  and  between  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  party  of 
the  first  part  (hereinafter  called  the  "City"), 
and  the  Housing  Authority  of  Baltimore  City,  a 
body  corporate,  created  under  Section  4,  Chap- 
ter 517,  Laws  of  Maryland,  1937,  party  of  the 
second  part  (hereinafter  called  the  "Author- 
ity"), 

Whereas,  the  Authority  and  the  United  States

Whereas,  the  City  and  the  Authority  entered 
into  an  agreement  dated  dim.-  27,  L938,  which 
said  agreement  was  ratified  and  confirmed  by 
Ordinance  No.  783  of  tin-  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore,  approved  June  3d,  1938;  and 
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Whereas,  the  Annual  Contributions  Contract 
dated  June  13,  1938,  between  the  Authority  and 
the  United  States  Housing  Authority  and  re- 
ferred to  in  said  agreement  dated  June  27,  1938, 
between  the  City  and  the  Authority,  has  been 
amended  by  a  superseding  Annual  Contribu-

Witnesseth  Now,  Therefore,  in  consideration 
of  the  premises,  it  is  mutually  agreed  between 
the  parties  hereto  as  follows : 

1.  Paragraph  2  of  said  Agreement  dated 
June  27,  1938,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  said  entire  paragraph  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  following: 

2.  Subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions  of 
this  Agreement,  the  Authority  shall  pay  to  the 
City  annually  in  lieu  of  taxes  in  respect  to  each 
project  developed  and  administered  by  it  a 
sum  equal  to  three  and  nine-tenths  per  centum 
(3.9%)  of  the  aggregate  amount  of  shelter  rent 
(defined  to  mean  and  include  the  total  amount 
of  all  rents  chargeable,  excluding  the  charges  for 
utilities  such  as  heat,  electricity,  gas  and  water) 
chargeable  by  the  Authority  for  the  dwelling 
units  in  such  project  during  the  ensuing  calen- 
dar year,  such  payments  to  commence  as  to 
each  project  on  the  first  day  of  January  next 
succeeding  the  date  when  such  project  was 
physically  completed  and  ready  for  occupancy 
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and  to  continue  annually  thereafter;  provided, 
however,  that  on  the  date  of  the  first  payment, 
as  above  required,  the  Authority  shall  also  pay 
to  the  City  in  respect  to  each  project  developed 
and  administered  by  it  a  sum  equal  to  three  and 
nine-tenths  per  centum  (3.9%)  of  the  aggre- 
gate amount  of  shelter  rent  (as  above  defined) 
chargeable  by  the  Authority  for  the  dwelling 
units  in  such  project  during  the  portion  of  the 
preceding  calendar  year  that  such  project  was 
completed  and  ready  for  occupancy. 

2.  Paragraph  5  of  said  Agreement  dated 
June  27,  1938,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking- 
out  in  the  fourth  line  of  said  paragraph  the 
words  and  figures  "  Seven  Hundred  and  Ten 
Thousand  Dollars  ($710,000.00)"  and  inserting 
in  lieu  thereof  the  words  and  figures  "Nine 
Hundred  Twenty-three  Thousand  Six  Hundred 
and  Eighty-five  Dollars  ($923,685.00)." 

3.  Paragraph  9  of  said  Agreement  dated 
June  27,  1938,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  the  last  line  of  said  paragraph  the  word 
and  figures  "August  1,  1998"  and  inserting  in 
lieu  thereof  the  word  and  figures  "January  1, 
1999."

(lilt  if-   of   -aid   constable  so  absent. 

( f] )  Three  of  the  remaining  -aid  constables 
hereinabove  in  this  section  named  -hall  be 
designated  by  the  chief  constable  ;i-  bailiff-  t<» 
the  -aid  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  People's 
Court,  and  one  of  them  shall  be  in  constant  at 
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tendance  during  the  sittings  of  each  of  said 
justices  of  the  peace,  and  shall  also  perform 
the  duties  of  a  bailiff.  In  the  event  of  the  ab- 
sence  of  any  of  said  constables  designated  to  act 
as  bailiffs  aforesaid,  the  chief  constable  shall 
designate  one  of  the  remaining  constables  to 
act  for  the  one  so  absent. 

(F)  The  remaining  forty  of  said  constables

An  ordinance  granting  to  the  Baltimore  Transit  Company, 
its  successors  and  assigns,  the  right  to  construct,  main- 
tain and  operate  a  single  track  curve,  with  the  necessary 
poles,  wires  and  overhead  construction,  as  follows:  A 
single  track  curve  around  the  southwest  corner  of  Pleas- 
ant and  Holliday  Streets,  connecting  the  south  or  east- 
bound  track  on  Pleasant  Street  with  the  west  or  south- 
bound track  on  Holliday  Street;  and  to  run  on  the 
aforesaid  track  cars  to  be  propelled  by  electricity,  sup- 
plied by  overhead  wires  or  by  the  storage  system,  or  by 
any  improved  system  which  may  be  approved  by  the 
Mayor  and  Highways  Engineer. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Baltimore 
Transit  Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  be 
and  it  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
lay  down,  construct  and  maintain  a  single  track 
curve,  and  to  run  cars  and  to  operate  a  railway 
thereon,  and  also  to  erect  and  maintain  the 
necessary  poles,  wires  and  overhead  construc- 
tion and  appurtenances  as  may  be  necessary 
and  proper  for  said  single  track  curve,  namely : 
The  right  to  lay  a  single  track  curve  around  the 
southwest  corner  of  Pleasant  and  Holliday 
Streets,  connecting  the  south  or  eastbound  track 
on  Pleasant  Street  with  the  west  or  southbound 
track  on  Holliday  Street ;  and  to  run  oiil  the  afore- 
said track  cars  to  be  propelled  by  electricity 
supplied  by  overhead  wires,  or  by  the  storage 
system,  or  by  any  improved  system  which  may 
be  approved  by  the  Mayor  and  Highways  Engi- 
neer. 

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  railway  tracks  shall  be  constructed  and 
maintained,  under  the  supervision,  and  to  the 
entire  satisfaction  of  the  Highways  Engineer 
of  Baltimore  City,  and  that  the  rails  to  be  used 
in  the  construction  and  renewals  thereof  from 
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time  to  time  shall  be  of  such  character,  size  and 
weight  as  the  said  Highways  Engineer  shall 
determine,  all  rails  to  be  of  similar  gauge  to 
tracks  now  in  use  in  said  City,  and  to  be  so  con- 
structed and  laid  down  as  not  to  obstruct  or 
impede  the  free  flow  of  water  across  said 
streets,  or  down  the  gutters  thereof.  The  said 
Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  from 
time  to  time,  at  its  or  their  own  expense,  change 
the  location  of  the  said  track,  curve,  switches, 
poles,  wires,  overhead  construction  and/or  ap- 
purtenances, either  in  whole  or  in  part,  when- 
ever in  the  judgment  of  said  Highways  Engi- 
neer, approved  by  the  Board  of  Estimates  of 
Baltimore  City,  the  public  convenience,  safety 
and/or  welfare  may  so  require. 

Section  3.    And  be  if  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  Grantee,   its   successors   and  assigns, 

shall,  at  its  own  expense,  in  laying  down,  or  in 
relaying  down,  from  time  to  time,  said  railway 
tracks  on  said  streets,  adjust  the  said  track  to 
the  grades  of  said  streets  as  the  same  are  now, 
or  may  be  hereafter  established  by  law:  and 
shall,  at  its  own  expense,  keep  the  said  track 
and  the  space  between  the  said  track  and  ex- 
tending for  two  feet  on  either  side  thereof  in 
thorough  repair;  and  shall,  at  its  own  expense, 

keep  the  same  free  from  snow  or  other  obstruc- 
tions, but  without  obstructing  the  other  por 
tions  of  said  streets  on  either  side  n\'  said  track  ; 
and  shall  pay  to  the  City  of  Baltimore,  if,  and 
bo  often  as  -aid  streets  or  either  of  them  -hall 
be  paved  or  repaved  by  the  Mayor  and  city 
Council  of  Baltimore,  its  officers  and  agents,  or

tion, in  its  paying  said  Grantee  said  valuation; 
that  said  payment  is  to  be  at  a  fair  and  equita- 
ble valuation  of  the  same  as  property,  exclud- 
ing any  value  derived  from  the  right  or  fran- 
chise by  this  ordinance  granted;  said  revalua- 
tion and  valuation  hereinbefore  provided  for  to 
be  determined  upon  by  two  arbitrators,  one  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Balti- 
more and  the  other  to  be  appointed  by  the  said 
Grantee,  its  representatives  or  assigns,  who,  in 
case   they  shall   be   unable   to  agree   between

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
should  the  said  Grantee,  its  successors  or  as- 
signs, remove  any  of  the  tracks  hereby  author- 
ized, or  upon  any  forfeiture  of  any  or  all  of  the 
rights  and  franchises  hereby  granted,  or  should 
the  said  Grantee,  its  succesors  or  assigns,  aban- 
don the  use  of  any  or  all  of  the  said  tracks, 
curves,  switches,  poles,  wires,  overhead  con- 
struction and/or  appurtenances,  or  upon  the 
termination  of  the  rights  herein  granted  and 
the  election  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  not  to 
take  said  plant  and  property,  then  in  any  of 
such  events,  from  time  to  time,  all  the  fran- 
chises and  rights  hereby  granted  shall  cease 
and  determine  as  to  the  tracks  and  franchises 
so  affected,  without  any  compensation  to  the 
said  Grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  and  the 
said  Grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall 
promptly  remove  the  tracks,  switches,  etc.  so 
affected,  at  its  entire  expense,  if  and  when  noti- 
fied by  the  said  Highways  Engineer  so  to  do, 
and  any  such  removal  of  tracks,  switches,  etc., 
shall  be  done  in  whole  or  in  part,  from  time  to 
time,  at  the  option  of  the  City,  acting  through 
said  Highways  Engineer.

(b)  All  controlled  concrete  of  Class  C,  desig 
nated  al  2000  lbs.  concrete,  shall  be  composed 
of  1  pari  1*01-1  land  Cement,  2.5  parts  fine  aggre- 
gate,  3.5    pan-   coarse   aggregate   using   only 
sufficient  water  to  produce  a  2000  lb,  concrete.

of  the  City  of  Baltimore  which  lies  between  Eastern 
Avenue,  the  Patapsco  River,  the  eastern  boundary  of 
the  City  as  it  existed  immediately  prior  to  1918,  and  the 
present  eastern  boundary  of  the  City,  and  in  and  around 
that  part  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  which  is  commonly 
known  as  Brooklyn;  authorizing  the  creation  of  a 
municipal  debt  in  an  amount  not  exceeding  Two  .Million 
Five  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($2,500,000)  to  provide 
funds  to  meet  said  emergency;  describing  the  obligations 
to  be  issued  therefor;  and  providing  for  the  expendi- 
ture Of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  certificates  of 
indebtedness  authorized    by   said   ordinance.

An  ordinance  authorizing  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail- 
road Company  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  a  sin- 
gle railroad  track  across  the  bed  of  President  Street 
north  of  Fleet  Street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  be  and  it  is  here- 
by authorized  to  construct,  maintain  and  oper- 
ate a  single  railroad  track  in  the  bed  of  Presi- 
dent Street  located  and  described  as  follows : 

Beginning  for  the  center  line  of  said  track 
at  a  point  in  the  center  line  of  the  railroad 
track  of  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  now 
constructed  in  the  bed  of  President  Street,  said 
point  of  beginning  being  94.64  feet  north  of  the 
north  building  line  of  Fleet  Street  and  running 
thence  southerly  with  a  curve  to  the  left  with  a 
radius  of  200  feet  for  the  distance  of  15.7  feet, 
thence  continuing  on  a  curve  to  the  left  with 
a  radius  of  85  feet  for  the  distance  of  70.5  feet 
to  the  east  building  line  of  President  Street  at  a 
point  26  feet  north  of  the  north  building  line 
of  Fleet  Street.  The  length  of  said  track  here- 
by authorized  measured  along  the  center  line 
thereof  is  86.2  fe.et.  The  track  hereby  author- 
ized by  this  ordinance  is  shown  on  the  attached 
plat  by  the  lines  colored  red.

of  Baltimore"  subtitle  "Charter,"  and  that  the 
right  herein  granted  shall  be  held  exercised  and 
enjoyed  for  the  period  of  twenty-five  years,  and 
with  the  further  right  to  said  grantee,  at  a  fair 
revaluation,  including  in  such  revaluation  the 
value  derived  from  said  right,  to  renewals  not 
exceeding  in  the  aggregate  twenty-five  years, 
that  upon  the  termination  of  said  right  herein 
granted  there  shall  be  a  fair  valuation  of  the 
plant  and  property  of  the  said  grantee,  to  be 
constructed  by  virtue  of  this  ordinance,  which 
shall  be  and  become  the  property  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore  at  its  election,  on  its  paying  said 
grantee  said  valuation;  the  said  payment  to  be 
a  fair  and  equitable  valuation  of  the  same  as 
property,  excluding  any  value  derived  from  the 
righl  or  franchise  by  this  ordinance  granted, 
the  said  revaluation  and  valuation  hereinbe- 
fore provided  for  to  be  determined  upon  by 
two  arbitrators,  one  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  and  the  other 
to  be  appointed  by  the  grantee,  its  successors 
or  assigns,  who,  in  ease  they  shall  be  unable 
to  agree  between  themselves,  shall  appoint  a 
third  arbitrator,  and  the  decision  of  a  majority 
of  said  arbitrators  shall  ho  final  and  binding 

as  to   the   revaluation   and   valuation   aforesaid; 

provided,  that  it'  the  said  two  arbitrators  shall. 
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after  a  reasonable  time,  fail  to  agree  upon  an 
umpire,  then  the  Mayor  shall  appoint  such  um- 
pire. 

Section  3.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  right  and  power  are  hereby  expressly  re- 
served to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore, at  all  times,  to  exercise  in  the  interest 
of  the  public,  full  municipal  superintendence, 
regulation  and  control  in  respect  to  all  matters 
connected  with  the  grant  herein  contained  and 
not  inconsistent  with  the  terms  thereof,  and 
that  non-compliance,  at  any  time  or  times,  by 
the  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  with  any 
of  the  terms  of  the  grant  hereby  made,  shall, 
at  the  option  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  operate  as  a  forfeiture  of  the  grant 
hereby  made,  which  shall  thereupon  be  and  be- 
come void,  and  that  nothing  short  of  an  ordi- 
nance of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more shall  operate  as  a  waiver  of  any  forfei- 
ture of  the  grant  hereby  made. 

Section  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
shall,  at  its  own  expense,  in  laying  down,  and 
constructing,  from  time  to  time,  its  said  rail- 
road track,  on  said  street,  adjust  its  said  track 
to  the  grade  of  said  street,  as  the  same  is  now 
or  may  hereafter  be  established  by  law,  and 
shall,  at  its  own  expense,  keep  the  said  track 
and  the  space  between  the  rails  of  said  track 
and  for  two  feet  on  either  side  thereof  in  thor- 
ough repair,  and  shall,  at  its  own  expense,  keep 
the  same  free  from  snow  or  other  obstruction, 
but  without  obstructing  the  other  portions  of 
said  street  on  either  side  of  said  track,  and 
shall  pay  to  the  City  of  Baltimore,  if  and  so 
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often  as  said  street  shall  be  paved  or  repaved 
by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
its  officers  and  agents,  or  any  other  officers  or 
agents  duly  authorized  by  law,  the  cost  of  pav- 
Lng  or  repaving  the  space  between  the  rails  of 
said  track  and  for  two  feet  on  either  side  there- 
of, of  whatever  materials  the  same  may  be  con- 
structed. 

Section  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  track  hereby  authorized  shall  be  construct- 
ed and  maintained  under  the  supervision  and 
to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  Highways  En- 
gineer of  Baltimore  City,  and  that  the  rails  to 
be  used  in  the  construction  and  renewals  there- 
of, from  time  to  time,  shall  be  of  such  charac- 
ter, size  and  weight  as  the  said  Highways  En- 
gineer shall  determine.

B.  The  relocating,  altering,  replacing,  re- 
pairing, protecting  or  strengthening  of  any  or 
all  paving,  curbing  and  sidewalks  and  all  other 
surface  structures  belonging  to  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  located  in  said  street ; 

C.  Such  additional  sewer  inlet,  inlets,  and 
other  drainage  structures,  with  the  necessary 
connecting  pipe  or  pipes,  as  may  be  required 
for   the   purpose   of  proper   drainage   of   said 

treet  and  track; 

The  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of 
Baltimore  City  as  to  the  necessity  for  any  or 
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all  of  the  above  mentioned  work,  from  time  to 
time,  to  be  final. 

Section  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
should  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  as- 
signs, remove  any  of  the  track  hereby  author- 
ized, or  upon  any  forfeiture  of  any  or  all  of  the 
rights  and  franchises  hereby  granted,  or  should 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns, 
abandon  the  use  of  any  or  all  of  said  track,  or

quired to  be  done  by  them,  from  time  to  time, 
then  and  in  any  and  all  such  instances  the  said 
Mayor  and  Cit}r  Council  of  Baltimore  is  hereby 
authorized  to  proceed  to  do  said  work  and  col- 
lect all  costs  and  expenses  thereof  from  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns. 

Section  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad 
Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be 
liable  for  and  shall  indemnify  and  save  harm- 
less the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
against  any  and  all  suit  or  suits,  losses,  claims, 
demands,  damages,  costs  and/or  expenses  to 
which  said  Mayor  and  City  Council  may  from 
time  to  time  be  subjected  by  reason  of,  or  in 
anywise  resulting  from  the  presence,  construc- 
tion, use,  operation,  maintenance,  alteration, 
repair,  location,  relocation  and/or  removal  of 
said  railroad  track  and  whether  such  suits, 
losses,  claims,  demands,  damages,  costs  and/or 
expenses  be  against,  suffered  or  sustained  by 
the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
or  be  against,  suffered  or  sustained  by  other 
corporations  and  persons  to  whom  the  said 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  may  be- 
come liable  therefor.

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
on  and  after  the  closing  of  said  streets  and

Edition),  title  "Markets,"  sub-title  "Stalls 
and  Stands,"  be  and  it  is  hereby  repealed  and 
reordained,  with  amendments,  to  read  as  fol- 
lows : 

24.  No  person  or  persons  shall  have  under 
his  or  their  respective  stall  or  stand  any  box 
or  closet,  unless  the  same  be  raised  not  less  than 
twenty  inches  above  the  pavement  or  an  eight- 
inch  concrete  base  extending  under  the  entire 
stall  or  stand,  under  a  penalty  of  five  dollars 
for  each  and  every  week  such  box  or  closet  may 
remain  under  said  stall  or  stand;  and  any  per- 
son or  persons  owning  or  renting  any  stall, 
stand  or  bench  under  the  sheds  of  said  mark- 
ets, shall  have  the  same  raised  not  less  than 
twenty  inches  above  the  pavement  or  an  eighl 
inch   concrete   base   extending   under   the  entire 

stall  or  stand,  under  a  penalty  of  live  dollars 
for  each  and  every  week  such  stalls,  stand  or 
bench  may  remain  without  complying  with  the

The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply  to 
all   existing  stalls  and   stands   in    the  several 
markets.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Market 
Master  to  notify  every  person  owning  or  renl

notified  shall  fail  to  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  this  section,  then  the  said  Market  Master 
shall  have  the  authority  to  have  the  work  done 
and  charge  the  same  to  the  person  owning  or 
renting  said  stall  or  stand,  and  the  said  cost 
shall  be  added  to  and  included  with  the  rent  or 
license  for  said  stall  or  stand.

with, such  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  first

single  track  curve  around  the  southwest  corner  of  Fort 
Avenue  and  Light  Street,  connecting  the  south  or  east- 
bound  track  on  Fort  Avenue  with  the  west  or  southbound 
track  on  Light  Street;  and  to  run  on  the  aforesaid  track 
cars  to  be  propelled  by  electricity  supplied  by  overhead 
wires  or  by  the  storage  system,  or  by  any  improved 
system  which  may  be  approved  by  the  Mayor  and  High- 
ways Engineer. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  The  Baltimore 
Transit  Company,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
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be  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  lay  down,  construct  and  maintain  a  single 
track  curve,  and  to  run  cars  and  to  operate  a 
railway  thereon,  and  also  to  erect  and  maintain 
the  necessary  poles,  wires  and  overhead  con- 
struction and  appurtenances  as  may  be  neces- 
sary and  proper  for  said  single  track  curve, 
namely:  The  right  to  lay  a  single  track  curve 
around  the  southwesl  corner  of  Fort  Avenue 
and  Light  Street,  connecting  the  south  or  east- 
bound  track  on  Fori  Avenue  with  the  west  or 
southbound  track  on  Light  Street;  and  to  run 
on  the  aforesaid  track  cars  to  be  propelled  by 
electricity  supplied  by  overhead  wires,  or  by 
the  storage  system,  or  by  any  unproved  system 
which  may  be  approved  by  the  Mayor  and  1  ligh- 
ways  Engineer. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  railway  tracks  shall  be  constructed 
and  maintained,  under  the  supervision,  and  to 
the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  Highways  Engi- 
neer of  Baltimore  City,  and  thai  the  rails  to  be 
used  in  ill*-  construction  and  renewals  thereof 
from  time  to  time  shall  be  of  such  character, 
size  and  weighl  as  the  said  Highways  Engineer 
-hall  determine,  all  rails  to  be  of  similar  gauge 
to  tracks  now  in  use  in  said  city,  and  to  be  so 
constructed  and  laid  down  as  not  to  obstruct 
or  impede  the  free  How  of  water  across  said 
streets,  or  down  the  gutters  thereof.  The  said 
Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  -hall  from 
time  to  lime,  at  its  or  their  own  expense,  change 
the  location  of  the  -aid  tracks,  curve,  switches, 
pole-,  wires,  overhead  construction  and  or 
appurtenances,  either  in  whole  dy  in  pari, 
whenever  in  the  judgment  of  >ai<l  Highways 
Engineer,  approved  by  the  Board  of  Estimates 
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of    Baltimore    City,    the    public    convenience, 
safety  and/or  welfare  may  so  require. 

Section  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
shall,  at  its  own  expense,  in  laying  down,  or  in 
relaying  down,  from  time  to  time,  said  railway 
tracks  on  said  streets,  adjust  the  said  tracks  to 
the  grades  of  said  streets  as  the  same  are  now, 
or  may  be  hereafter  established  by  law;  and 
shall,  at  its  own  expense,  keep  the  said  track 
and  the  space  between  the  said  track  and  ex- 
tending for  two  feet  on  either  side  thereof  in 
thorough  repair ;  and  shall,  at  its  own  expense, 
keep  the  same  free  from  snow  or  other  obstruc- 
tions, but  without  obstructing  the  other  por- 
tions of  said  streets  on  either  side  of  said  track ; 
and  shall  pay  to  the  City  of  Baltimore,  if,  and 
so  often  as  said  streets  or  either  of  them  shall 
be  paved  or  repaved  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  its  officers  and  agents, 
or  any  other  officers  and  agents  duly  authorized 
by  law,  the  cost  of  paving  or  repaving  the 
space  between  the  said  track  and  extending  for 
two  feet  on  either  side  thereof,  of  whatever  ma- 
terials the  same  may  be  constructed. 

Section  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall 
at  all  times  have  and  retain  the  power  and  right 
to  reasonably  regulate,  in  the  public  interest, 
the  rights  herein  granted  and  that  the  said 
rights  shall  be  exercised  and  enjoyed  within  six 
(6)  months  after  the  grant,  as  provided  by  Sec- 
tion 37  of  Article  4  of  the  Code  of  Public  Local 
Laws  of  Maryland,  entitled  "City  of  Balti- 
more, ' '  sub-title  ' '  Charter, ' '  and  that  the  rights 
herein  granted  shall  be  held,  exercised  and  en- 
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joyed  for  a  period  of  twenty-five  (25)  years 
and  with  the  further  right  to  said  Grantee,  at  a 
fair  revaluation,  including  in  such  revaluation 
the  value  derived  from  said  right,  to  renewals 
not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  twenty-five  (25) 
years;  that  upon  the  termination  of  said  rights 
herein  granted  there  shall  be  a  fair  valuation 
of  the  plant  and  property  of  said  Grantee,  to 
be  constructed  by  virtue  of  this  ordinance, 
which  shall  be  and  become  the  property  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  at  its  election,  on  its  paying- 
said  Grantee  said  valuation;  that  said  payment 
is  to  be  at  a  fair  and  equitable  valuation  of  the 
same  as  property,  excluding  any  value  derived 
from  the  right  or  franchise  by  this  ordinance 
granted;  said  revaluation  and  valuation  here- 
inbefore provided  for  to  be  determined  upon 
by  two  arbitrators,  one  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  and  the  other 
to  be  appointed  by  the  said  Grantee,  its  repre- 
sentatives or  assigns,  who,  in  case  they  shall 
be  unable  to  agree  between  themselves,  shall 
appoint  a  third  arbitrator  and  the  decision  of 
a  majority  of  said  arbitrators  shall  be  final 
and  binding  as  to  a  revaluation  or  valuation  as 
aforesaid;  provided,  thai  if  said  two  arbitra- 
tors shall,  after  a  reasonable  time,  fail  to  agree 
upon  an  umpire,  then  the  Board  of  Estimates 
shall  appoint  such  umpire.

wires,  overhead  construction  and/or  appurte- 
nances, the  said  Grantee,  its  successors  and  as- 
signs, shall,  in  any  and  all  such  cases,  promptly 
upon  written  notice  from  the  said  Highways 
Engineer,  and  at  the  entire  cost  and  expense  of 
said  Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  ad- 
just, alter,  shift,  move,  relocate,  support,  pro- 
tect and/or  accommodate  their  said  structures, 
in  whole  or  in  part  and  temporarily  or  per- 
manently, so  as  fully  to  meet  the  exigencies 
occasioning  such  notice.

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  That  the  following  Section  303  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  proposed  as  an  amend- 
ment to  Section  303  of  the  charter  of  Baltimore 
City  (1938  Edition),  and,  if  adopted  by  the 
legally  qualified  voters  of  the  city,  as  herein 
provided,  to  become  Section  303  of  the  charter 
of  Baltimore  City : 

303.  Every  Legislative  act  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall  be  by  ordi- 
nance or  resolution.  Xo  ordinance  or  resolution 
shall  be  passed  except  by  a  vote  of  a  majority 
of  all  the  members  elected,  and  on  its  final 
passage,  the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and 
nays,  the  names  of  members  voting  for  or 
against  the  same  being  entered  on  the  journal.
